New York Cowmmercinl Advertiaer
The eity dircctory of 1786 when the
population of New York wus about 25,
Uoo, contwined  only B85 names, n very
small proportion of the whole number of
inhabitants  Tue directory of this year
contuins S15,902 numes, or about one in
every tive of the population within the
municipul district. A ecentury ago the
northern limit from which numes were
taken was Roosevelt pud Cherry sts. on
ths East side, and Dey st on the West
side. Now the northern limit is the
southern boundary of Yonkers, fourieen
and & half wmiles from the city ball.
Among the names in the divectory of 1780
aroe those of Bleeker, Brevort, Beekman,
Crager, Cortlandt, Deosbrosses, Hamil-
ton, Goelet, Jay, Livingston, Remsen,
Roosevelt, Sehuyler, Schormerhorn nnd
Vandam. Many of the rcLImm:muLims
of the old families of that ay havi en-
tirely disappeared, and more of the rep.
resentatives of the old fumilies of the
preseut duy had not then emerged from
the commen multitude, In 1786 Phila-
llulilllln was the metropolitan city and
political capital of the country.
